ARRESTS In January 1944, Germans ill-treated many patients of the Soil* 
ria Sanatorium (Athens) , arrested 30 men and women and sent 
them to prison. 

300 inhabitants of Sographou quarter (Athens) were arrested 
by the Germans during a night raid in January 1944 and sent to concentra- 
tion camp* 

. P. Papadimitriou , Athanassios Danas and K. Tslndas, were 
arrested by the Germans on the 17 / 2/44 for helping Guerillas in Aspropyr- 
ghos (Attlki) and sent to Megallo Pefko* 

On the 26 / 2 / 44 , Germans encircled the °il, wine and spirit 
Factories of Eleussis in order to discover arms* 10 workers were arrested 
and sent to prison* 

Yoannidis, barrister, and others, were arrested by the Ger- 
mans as Communists and sent to prison in Athens on tho 29/3/44# 

Lieut* Andonakeas , was arrested by the German S.S. troops for 
spying in Athens in March 1944* 

From the 24/3/44, German authorities in Athens started to 
arrest all Jews without any distinction of nationality* 200 of Greek na- 
tionality were arrested in Athens and sent to Haidari concentration camp# 
During March 1944 , 2*000 jews arrested in Athens and the sur- 
roundings were sent to Poland from the Rouf station of Athens. Goods Rail* 
way Waggons were used for their transport with 80-100 parsons in eaoh wag- 
gon* No food or clothes were allowed to be taken and besides these waggons 
had for ventilation on their roof a small ope n .ing* 

Gormans have'even prohibited to tho Greek Red Cross to give 
them any help* 

Their complaints and prayers were causing horror to passengers# 
In a waggon there was one dead and a woman ready for child birth* 

Themistoolis Sophoulis, Styliano3 Gonataa# Alexandria and Geor- 
gios Kafandaris, politicians were arrested in the 2 / 5/44 by the Germans* 

The latter being ill, was' still in his house in Athens under German guards* 



PUJNDIRS Constandinos and Yoannis Berdis were robbed In Koukovaounes ' 

(Athens) by German soldiers on the ?/ll/43 and all their belong* 
ings were transported to Tatoi by car* 

The tenants of Spyridon Petrakou house were Ill-treated and 
robbed in N©o Fsyhlko (Athens) by German soldiers on the 0 / 2 / 44 . 

During May 1944, robberinga, ill-treatment s , plunderings and loo- 
tings carried out by the German soldiers were increased even in Athens*

stol, robbed successively many tenants of a hous o situated in the Averoff 
street , Athens, humiliated many women and at last violated one of them , 
called Hilii.

Later , Bulgarians entered the Hospital, searched it and ill treated the 
personel*The Hospital was evacuated ,as the Bulgarians succeslvely re- 
peated such acta* 

On the 28/8/43 bulgarian soldiers entered a rural house in the 
Volvi area >111 treated the tenants , arrested 6 persons and sent than to 
Salonica prisons , because a bulgarian officer was ill treated* 

On the 25/8/43 ,a bulgarian soldier while riding a bicycle In 
Salonica met Haralambo Nikolaidi who was deaf and dumb*The' latter , owing 
to his illness did not hear the bell of the bicyole and hindered the 
passage of the above soldier who, in his anger , seriously wounded Nikolaidi 
with his bayonnot* 

On the 15/9/43 bulgarian soldiers fired and seriously wounded 
N.Tintonls who was fishing in the Volvi Lake* 

On the 23/9/43,Ioannis Tertilinis was wounded by bulgarian sol- 
diers in Ierisson(Halkidiki) without reason while passing near then* 

On the 6/l0/43, a Bulgarian detachment ontered Ambela village 
near Strymon river and under the excuse of searching hidden Guerillas 
carried out e ear oh es, ill- treatments etc* The inhabitants panic striken 
attgnpted to escape but the Bulgarians fired on them and Constandinoa 
Stephanidis, aged 44, was seriously wounded* 

On the 14/l0/43, Christos Saltsidis was mercilessly beaten by 
a Bulgarian soldier because he begged him to removo the animals of the 
Bulgarian army from his sowed fields* 

On the 2/ll/43, 2 Bulgarian soldiers met Danidi Vassill , priest , 
in a Caffe of Kavalarion village (Langada) approached him and in order 
to make fun of him, they pulled out his boar hair by hair beating him 
in the meantime* 

The priest escaped from this ordeal owing to the arrival of many 
peasants and 2 german soldiers who succeeded to send away the above sol- 
diers* 

The following notables of Xiloupolis village (Langada) were 
arrested by Bulgarian detachments and sent unclothed to prison !- 
D. Pashos, President of Community, Haidao, School director, Potros Kali- 
nos • N* Stratis, Christos Kataras and Const* Harizanis* The latter 
attempted to escape as he thought that ho was arrested in order to be 
executed, but the guards fired and wounded him seriously. The firing in- 
creased so much that all prisoners were threatened to be shot* The de- 
tained were submitted to an interrogation by the C*0- of the German Mili- 
tary Police and it was proved that their arrost was carried out without 
reason* 

The population panic striken escaped to Salonica*

beaten by Bulgarian soldiers, near Yerakari village, because he refused 
to give them money*

Argyroo Pamela, aged 40, to inspect the cleaness, they asked 
her to go to the hayloft and there one of them violated her*- 1 

On the 21 / 8 / 43 , Garoufalia, wifie of Yoannis Betsika, on her 
way back to Vrasna village from , the fields, was attacked by 2 Bulgarian 
soldiers who attenptod to violate her* As she resisted, they ill-treated . 
her and left her in a very poor condition to return to the villago* 

In September 1943, a Bulgarian N.C-0. seating in a' restaurant 
of Neohori .village , asked where was the W*C» ; a young girl aged Is, indi- 
oat«d him tbo place* As she was ready to go, the Bulgarian N*C*0. attgnpted 
to violate her* The girl however, succeeded to free herself and to call 
for help* The Bulgarian fearing reprisals released her* 
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Pn the night of d/ll/43, 2 Bulgarian soldiers entered th* houso 
of Magdalinli widow of Anesti Tselepidou, with tho intention to violate 
her* Magdaliui however, succeeded to escape by Jumping out of the window* 
On the 24/10/43, Saharou Fonaki who was insane, was violated by a 
Bulgarian soldier in the Toumba place, near Stratoniki village*

Mitt as, Ioannis Mitsakio , shepherds Aickos Fatsimbiras, Georgios Tsanta- 
ridis ,OerQSsimos Stefanou ,Aristofani3 Syourtsanis and Nicolas Liantas* 

On the 2/9/43, Ioannis Litroglou and Christos 
Gherokoudis were robbed by a Bulgarian s/Licut* in the Dionisson (Halki- 
diki) quarter who took off their money , tobacco ,food etc* 

On thG- 22/8/43, Bulgarian soldiers entered the 
house of Kleni Soulkou, widow, in Nea Trighlia and carrod offood stuffs 
etc*

The annihilation of the Greek race in t£e areas of I&stern Mace- 
donia and Thrace took, a systematic and offioial form* The Bulgarian State 
uses every mean and try to annihilate every Greek* 

The population cannot remain under Bulgarian occupation* The pro- 
hibition of any Greek to exercise even the smallest profession, the re- 
quisition of production, tho military requisitions of food .vehicles , live- 
stock etc* without paying any indemnities and the political mobilisation 
of specialists of production, the terrorism by executing ,arr eating , ill- 
treating, violating footing plundering and taxing, all together compell 
the remaining Greeks to abandon all their properties and take refuge to 
territories which are not yet occupied by Bulgarians* 

MURDERS.- On the 14/8/43 ,Bimitr ios Thooharidis aged 31 was compelled 
to leave Serras with his family in order to find a safer 
area in Greece*24 persons more follov.’ed Tneohar Idi fcmily*While crossing

The following wero narrated by a refugee from Harltomeni village 
(Drama) concerning the attitude of the Bulgarian authorities to grecksi- 
On the 5/7/ 43, the bulgarian Commanding Officer- of an outpost ' 
near Har it omen i village ordered Mih*Kikos to leave hia houso with his 
family in an hour timo, because his relatives arriving from Bulgaria should 
be established thore*As Kikos replied that hi,s family was composed of 0 
persons and that ho had many tools , livestock etc' ••• ,he was kicked and 
threatened that if in an hour timo the house, was not abandonned with 
everything in it , all members should bo machine gunned.Kikos and his fa- 
mily were compelled to do so and on their way while crossing Ahino river 
bulgarian soldiers fired on them*Ono of the members was killed and the 
body was seen to be carried away by the' current of the river* 

On the 4/9/43,50 women and children were arrested by a bul- 
garian patrol in the Nerofrakti village and sent to prison where they 
were beaten during the whole day* 

Tak’is £oidis,Takis Radis and Danis wore arrested in Drama 
during September 1943, sent to prison and ill treated for hqlping poor 
groek families* 

In August l943,Stergios Trihopouloa was arrested for unknown 
reason in Kavalla and sent to prison for 3 months where he was savagely 
tortured* 

VI0IAT10N5*- Efstratioa Yannitsai::i3 and his wife Styliani aged 30 , were 
arrested by Bulgarian soldi ^3 in the Ad erf ikon village 
and conducted to the Communal Offices where the wife was violated in front 
of the husband and the latter mercilessly beatenr 

In August 1943, the wife of Dimitri Theodoridou, inhabitant 
of Serras,was taken to the fields by Bulgarian gendarmes* There, 20 Bul- 
garian soldiers and the policeman of Surras Police Station violates her 
sucoesively* 

In August 1943, 4 young girls ware violated by bulgarian 
refugees in the Evonghelistia quarter of Sidirokastron* 

' PttJNDERS The robber ing of Creek inhabitants i3 carried out by the public 
employees and .gendarmes* The custom authorities of Rodop^T is and 
Porrion rob daily the passing refugees to the Germano occupied area of 
donia. 

In October 1943, PhotJni Kalsnika , Manio Nioolaou, Dimitrlou 
Hadz iacoglou family, Eleonora L e ond lad ou, £pyros Makaveos , Efi Constantini- 
dou, Margaritis, Mashidis, Dimos Papadicolaou , Vaghia and Aldina B a xeva- 
nidou were robbed by the Customs employees and gendarmes of Porrion* 

Bulgarian authorities applying as excuse the law of requisition, 
confiscated without any indemnity the entire fortune of those who obtained 
permission to go from the Bulgaro occupied territories • 

In August 1943, Bulgarian soldiers asked from Efstathios Arva- 
nitakis inhabitant of Serras either to pay a sum or to hand his 2 daughters* 
The above naturally was compelled to hand all sums ‘and Jewels he had In his 
possession* 
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MJRDFRS .- Athanassios Kalafidis aged 80 was arrested by Bulgarians during 
August 1943 in Xanthi and was tortured and beaten so hard that 
he died from his wounds few days after his release* 

In September l943,Fotios Sideras >Bim*Galaki9 and 2 others were 
killed by a bulgarian detachment in the Ionikqn villago(Xanthi) • 

Panagiotis Hristopoulos and G©or&ios Rangos were murdered by 
bulgarian soldiers in Alexandroupolis* 

VIOLATIONS . - In Volonin(Xanthi) terrorism is amazing •Refugees narrate 
that bulgarian soldier s and gendarmes enter the houses 
asking for women.Eudoxia Apostolou was attacked by 3 bulgarian soldiers 
but as she resisted ,they ill treated and left her in a Very poor condition* 

3 young girls were violated during the same period by bul** 
garian soldiers in the Maghikon village* 

Oomlas Batzakidou was attacked and violated by bulgarian 
soldiers in Hlonistra*Her husband attempted to save her but was mercilessly 
beaten* 

The 2 daughters of Stef *Soupiadou were violated by bulgarian* 
In the same village* 

HOSTAGES » ( EAS TERN MACg)ONlA-THRACV ) *- 

In August 1943 ,Petropoul os , physician and Konst*Kazantzis 
public employee were arrosted 4n Serras as hostages and sent to Bulgaria# 

In September 1943,208 hostages were arrested in Drama and 
sent to Bulgaria- 

Hronid is , dental surgeon >Dino3 physician and X.Stefanidis 
were amongst the arrested as hostages* 

36 young men were arrested in Katsikori and Fief there vil* 
lages and sent as hostages to Bulgaria* 

In KavalldiOnly 5 greok priests remained* They were arrested 
and sent as hostages for unknown destination. 

30 Inhabitants were arrested in Stavroupoli during August 
1943 and sent as hostages to a concentration comp in Bulgaria* 

Georgios ,Magnissalis ,M* Soumboulinis ,Theo *Koragapis ,Stef* 
Kymeonidis ,Dim*Gialamas ,G 0 orgios Kurathanassis ,Dim*Fissaki‘s ,Georgios 
Artopios ,Iossif Lazaridis and 3ok Kaze wore amongst the hostages arrested 
In Xanthi during the -some period and sent to Bulgaria* 

Aristidis Hadziantonoglou, Stamatios Stamatiadis, IVangelos 
Anthoghalaktidis,Adamidig and Char alambos Maroglou were amongst the 22 hoa» 
tages who were arrested- in Kconotini on the 27/8/43 and sent to a Bulgarian 
concentration camp* 

On the 24/8/43, Costandinldis , tobacco merchant, Theologis 
Constandinidis , Athanassios Theodoridis, barrister, Frederic Astridis, 
Yoannis KaikaSi Panayottis Geras simou and Solon Economidie were amongst 
the 13 hostages arrested in Komotini. 

300 hostages were arrested a few days later in the same 
town and sent to Bulgaria* 

AneBtis Tsanakas and Angelos Tolios were arrested as ho* 
stages on the 8/ 10 / 43 in the Vitasti village (Pong ©on) and sent to Bulgaria# 

In October l943,Alexandros Toumbanidis and Dimi trios 
Sidiropoulos were arrested as hostages in S G ppas vi Hag e{ Komotini) and sent 
to Bi^lgaria* 

Bulgarians in order to apply their plan of annihilation 
of the greek population in: the occupied areas by then, arrest amongst the 
inhabitants the intellectuals and notables of the area* These arrested are 
considered as if they were murders and are sent as hostages to Bulgaria* 

In fact, they are passing through hardships ,wor king 14 
hours daily , starving, unclothed and ore condemned by the bulgarian State 
to die* 
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COMFULSORY LABOUftf EASTON MA.CEDONIA-THR ACE,) * - 

The compulsory labour is one of the hardest measures taken 
by the bulgarian State for the annihilation of the gree.fc population* 

Since the occupation of Eastern Macodonia and Thrace »this 
measure was applied on the excuse of mobilisation ( soe Bui* C* 34&C35) •- 
The remaining young men were called up personally during the 
second semes tre 1943 and sent to Bulgarin* 

The attitude of the bulgarian officers and soldiers towards 
tho mobilised is barbarous , the work conditions arc hard and their nou- 
rishment is very poor*They wear bulgarian military uniforms and aro sont 
to the interior of Bulgaria for hard labour without any distinction of 
farmers , intellectuals , sc lent 1st , merchants etc* •••These calls were very 
oftcmly addressed to young men aged 15-17 and men aged 5B-60 in order 
to obtain the necessary required number -Bulgarians are not' interested 
for the physical and hygienic conditions of the called up* 

Herebelow we give a numerical list of the called up per areas* - 
In August 1943 in the Horteron viHage(Sidirokastron) *20 persons 
In Sidirokastron : 50 persons* 

In Serras the men aged 20-23 were called up and sent to Koula 
for compulsory labour* 

In Porria the mon aged lB , 19,20 v;ore called up. 

In August 300 persons were sent from Kavalla to Bulgaria for 
compulsory labour* 

40 persons were arrested from Elefthere »Kot smart and' Noos 
Peramos villages and sent to the bulgarian eparchies of the Danube river 
for compulsory labour* 

In August 1943,2500 young mcji wero sent from Xanthi to Ano 
Tzoumaghia for compulsory labour* 

50 young men aged 15-17 were called up in Defnan village 
and sent to Bulgaria*' 

7 young men were sent from Komnino(Xanthi) village to Bul- 
garia for compulsory labour* 

In August 1943, the young mon born in 1922-23 were called up 
in Kamotini and sent to Momtonlov-Brsut(Kirtzali) * 

In November 1943,133 persons wore arrested in X a nthi and 
sent to Bulger la for hard labour* 

On the 24/l0/43,].00 inhabitants of Komotini were arrested 
and sent to Bulgaria for compulsory labour M
